State Department Has No Idea That 
Foreign Governments Will Give 
Any Heed to the Queer Docu- 
ment—News from Manila. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
MANILA, Aug. 8—4:50 p. m.—[By 
Manila: Cable.] Aguinsaldo ap- 
pealed to the powers for recognition of 


| “Filipino independence” in a document 


dated from Tarlac, July 27, and signed 
by Buencamino. It has been received 


together with the request, thot they 
forward it to their respective govern- 
ments. 

The Filipinos use their cold argument 
that they had conquered the _ sover- 
eignty of these islands from Spain be- 
fore the beginning of the treaty of 
Paris, and, therefore Spain was in no 
position to cede them to the United 
They argue that the posses- 
sion of the 7000 Spanish  priscners 
captured with their arms, ‘fighting 
against the Filipinos, is cloquent rroof 
of the nullity of the Spanish sover- 
eignty, as when they surrendered 
Spain’s hold was irrevocably lost. The 
document then says: | 

“Replying to the Spnish Commis- 
sion’s request to release the prisoners 
because Spain no longer has politival 
interests in the islands, we ask for a 
treaty of peace and friendship between 
Spain and the Filipinos, whereby the 
prisoners would be released. Put the 
commissioners refused, because 
would mean recognition of our inde- 
pendence. This is equivalent to saying 
that the prisoners must stay in our 
hands indefinitely, because their pos- 
session is our most efficacious method 
to adjust our account with Spain and 
obtain from her recognition of inde- 
pendence.”’ 

The Filipinos claim that they con- 
quered all the country except Manila, 
and that they coiperated in secufing 
the latter’s capitulation, by surround- 
ing it at the cost of thousands of lives. 
They also claim they conquered _ the 
‘country unassisted, except for sixty 
guns that Admiral Dewey gave Aguin- 
eldo, and that Admiral Dewey and the 
British and Belgian Consuls recognize 
the Filipino sovereignty by asking for 
passes to visit the country. They claim 
that they have letters from American 
Consuls and generals recognizing their 
sovereignty, and promising that the 
Americans would recognize their inde- 
pendence, “which was at the disposition 
of the powers.” 

The Filipinos attempt*to make capi- 
tal of the statement that Admiral 
Dewey had confidence that Aguinaldo 
would observe and fulfill the rules of 
war in that he gave him oa hundred 
Spanish prisoners which the American 
navy had captured. Finally, the Fili- 
pinos appeal to the powers to iiilu- 
ence Washington to bring to a termina- 
tion “the unjust war which is deva¢- 
toting the éountry.” 


A USELESS APPEAL, 


Government Has No Idea That Pow- 
ers Will Heed It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The State 
Department is entirely without infor- 
mation os to the address by Aguinaldo 
to foreign powers for the recagnition 
of the Filipinos, either as belligerents, 
or as constituting an independent rgov- 
ernment. The appeal is looked upon, 
however, as creating no _ particular 
change, as it has been the desire of 
Aguinaldo and associates: from tlie 
first to secure such reéognition. The 
appeal puts this desire into rather 
formal shape. and it may bring to an 
issue the posilion of outside govern- 
ments. 

There ts no idea here that any for- 
eign government wil! heed the nddr-ss, 
The international usage as to recozai- 
tion was quite futly developed during 
the Cuban insurrection, at which tline 
the question was cxhaustiyely dis- 
cussed in Congress, and was the snh- 
ject of lengthy consideration in the 
messages of the President. The gen- 
ero! view at that time was that recog. 
nition of belligerency was not in itself 
a casus belli. Up to the present time. 


i there has been no intimation ‘to the 


by all the foreign Consuls in Manila, 


State Department that any foraizgn 
power entertained even the remotest 
idea of giving recognition to Aguinails 
and his associates. On the contrsry, 
there has been most friendly feeling 
maintained between this government 
and foreign powers throughout the Fil- 
ipino conflict. 

The State Department does not share 
the apprehension which is said to have 
arisen among ormy officers that China 
has given indirect recognition to the 
Filipincs. This apprehension grew out 
of a report from Gen. Otis that horses 
could not be secured for cavalry ‘ise 
from China, because they were “‘zon- 
traband of war.” 

At the State Department it is said 
that the matter has not assumed a 
form involving the recognition of a 
state of war, but that Minister Conger 
reporis China’s course is due entirely 
to certain domestic regulations pro- 
hibiting the exportation of horses or 
ponies.,. 

CHINESE ON HORSES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIIT REVPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Some time 

ago, Gen. Otis mode requisition on the 
War Department for 250 horses to 
mount the cavalry in the Philipnines. 
He stated in the dispatch that the 
horse in the islands were not satisfac- 
tory, and that the contracts for .hem 
in China hod failed, the words 
traband of war’ being added. The 
matter was then referred to the Stute 
Department for investigation, and 
Minister Conger, June 5, wrote a letter 
to Secretary Hay inclosing the corre- 
spondence that hod passed between 
the Chinese Foreign Office and lhim- 
self, relative to the refusal of China 
to allow the ponies to be exported. 

It appears from this correspondence 
that E. S. Dalton had contracted at 
Tien-Tsin for seventy-five ponies and 
twenty-five mules, but was refused on 
expert pass. Minister Conger upon in- 
vestigation founda that the refusal ‘{s 
based upon a law of China prohibiting 
the export of horses and ponies. Rus- 
sin has been refused, as well as othtr 
countries, and the Chinese Foreign 
Office. snid they could not moke oan 
exception in favor of the United States. 

At the State Department there is no 
disposition to limit the consuls in for- 
warding Aguinaldo’s appeal to their 
respective governments. As a rule, it 
is quite unusual for consuls holding 
exequaturs from a friendly govern- 
ment and having cfficial relations with 
it to carry on communication with on 
insurrectionory leader. But it is ap- 
-preciated that.in this case the consuls 
ore the innocent victims of A.tuinaldo's 
letter-writing. AS military authority

Plot to Murder San Fernando Gar- 
rison and Burn the City.

MANILA, Aug. 8.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Gen. MacArthur has thwarted 
a plot to murcer his garrison at Son 
Fernando end burn the city. When 


MacArthur’s calumn took possession of 


the placé and established a garrison, a 
large number of natives who professed 
friendship, flocked in. The majority of 
them professed to b2? members of the 
Mscabebe tribe, traditional ‘enemies 
of the Tagals. They performed many 
acts of kindness to the American force 
and were rapidly gaining the confi- 
dence of the officers. 

Recently they asked permissoin to 
take the field and fight the forces of 
Aguinaldo, and presented a plan for the 
orming of a large force of their tribes- 
men. The plan was viewed with favor, 
but Gen. MacArthur was cautious, and 
decided to make s2arching investigation 
before he took any action. His spies 
discovered that the supposed friendly 
plan was in reality a plot aimed at the 
massacre of the garrison and the de- 
struction of the city. 

Gen. MacArthur at once. ordered 
every person not a property owner in 
San Fernando to leave the city, and 
used force in execution of the orde®. 
Men, women and children were driven 
outside of the American lines. The ex- 
perience of MacArthur will have a 
tendency to make other garrison com- 
manders throughout the islands ex- 
tremely careful. 


PLOTTING AT WANILA. 


Sixth Infantry Company Captures 
Rebel Officers and Men,

It is be- 
lieved, however, that the authorities 
have succeeded in crippling a powerful 
gene that was doing valuable service 
for the enemy.

JUDGES ARE DOUBTFUL, 


Not Sure of Dreyfus’s Alleged Con- 
fession of Guilt, 
[A. PT. EARLY MORNING REVORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Rennes says that 
from a strictly lezal point of view, the 
first day’s proceedings in the trial of 
Capt. Dreyfus may be described as a 
drawn battle, neither the prosécution 
nor the defense having gained a single 

* inch of vantage ground. It is, how- 
ever, possible for the most fanatical 
partisans of the general staff to deny 
that the direct, manly honesty with 
which the prisoner replied to the long 
series of questions put to him by Col. 
Jouaust, president cf the  court- 
mertial, which to an Anglo-American 
mind savor more of the inquisitorial 
severity of a criminal prosecutor than 
of the calm impartiality of “1dicial in- 
vestigation, caused a favorable impres- 
sion upon all present. Both Maitre 
Demange and Maitre Labori stated in 
conversation that they deeply re- 
gretted that Du Paty de Clom and Es- 
_terhazy hod failed to appear among 
the witnesses, but this flinching t'rom 
judicial eecution hes alrea@y had a 
strong moral influence on the cowrt 
and public opinion in Dreyfus's behalf. 

Another point which, so far as the 
audience in the Lycée is concerned, told 
in favor of Dreyfus, wos the embit- 
tered passion almost amounting to a 
challenge to mortal combat, with which 
Gen. Mercier pronounced the word 
“present” when his name was called 
by the clerk of the court-martial. The 
fact that nine additional witnesses were 
cited solely upon the initiative of the 
court indicates that the judgés are not 
yet satisfied abaut Dreyfus’s alleged 
confession of guilt afte: his arrest in 
1894. 

Dreyfus, as he walked to his place 
on the stage of the court room, passed 
each time within five yards of the seat 
occupied by the Tribune correspondent. 
The nerves of his neck could be seen 
quivering in a manly strugele to con- 
trol his emotions. ~Mis attitude was 
modest, military ond correct. Not 
once did he look toward the auditorium 
or appeal to the public with glance or 
gesture as on several occasions did the 
political court, the governor and the 
clerk of the court. 


IN SECRET SESSION. 


Court-martial Examines Only a Part 
of theDossier,. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RNEPORT.] 
RENNES, Aug. 8.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The secret session lasted 
11:45 o’clock, when the court adjourned 
until tomorrow morning. The day thus 
far passed quietly. There was a much 
larger crowd than yesterday assembled 
in the hope of obtaining a view of 
Dreyfus during the ten seconds occu- 
pied by him in crossing the avenue on 
his way to the Lycée from the prison. 
During the sitting the crowd, number- 
ing about two thousand persons, and 
composed purely of sight-seers, was al- 
lowed to pass freely before the Lycée 
until a few moments before Dreyfus 
emerged. Then the chief of the gen- 
darmie made a sign to his assistant, 
who blew a whistle. Before the shri}] 
sound had ceased, the sound of hoofs 
Was heard, and © strong guard of 
mounted gendarmes, a moment later 
foHpwed by Q°ndarmes on foot, came 
into the ave: @2 from a side street and 
divided into two detachments, stretch- 
ing across the avenue, and cleared a 
space of 300 yards in front of the Lycée, 
The horsemen rode on the sidewalks, 
clearing everybody out. Even the news.- 
papermen were driven away. 
Then a retachment of infantry, head- 
ed by a bugler, dashed up to the double 
. Mne formed across the avenue from the 
door of the Lycée to the gate of the 
Manutention. The soldiers were stat- 
tloned shoulder to shoulder, facing out- 
ward toward the spectators, and behind 
the mounted gendarmes ai hundroad 
yards off. Soon afterward somebody 
shouted: “Here he is,”’ and the- 
totors, many of whom had come from 
neighboring towns expressly to 
Dreyfus, craned their necks and stood 
on tip-toe, hoping to catch a view of 
the famous prisoner as, preceded and 
followed by gendarmes and with « cap- 
tain of gendarmes beside him, he passe j 
through the lane of soldiers with a 
quick military step, eyes front and with 
goldierly bearing, but with the slight 
Jerky movement of the left arm and

The shrill whistle was 
rgain heard, the’ gendarmes wheeled 
around and galloped back to their bar- 
racks, the crowd quickly dispersed, and 
in a few minutes the vicinity of the 
Lycée was almost deserted. In the 
meantime Col. Jovaust and the other 
members of the court-martial, Maj. 
Carriere, the official representative of 
the government, and Gen. Chamoine, 
all in full uniform, as yesterday, left 
the Lycée by the: main portal, the 
crowd saluting them respectfully. 

The condition of Dreyfus is disquiet- 
ing.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 8.—[Ex- 
clusive Disoatch.]) While it is im- 
possible to give accurate details of 
the primary election today, because 
of the time required to count the tick- 
ets, it may be said that the new pri- 
mary law has proved a success. The 
voting was accomplished without any 
confusion. and the result showed that 
the general public has taken deep in- 
terest in the primary. Where ordinarilu 
only the political “push” attended the 
primery, there were cast today $2,009 
votes, or more than half the full reg - 
istration. This large turnout surpassed 
the expectations of the most sanguine 
friends of the new law, and shows that 
it is the best means of knocking out 
the bosses ever devised. . 
The feature of the election was the 
complete slaughter of Kelly ond Crim- 
mins and the triumph of the Southern 
Pacific. Kelly and Crimmins, who con- 
trol the Board of Supervisors, have 
been worrying the raiiroad company in 
th tter of street-car franchises, but 
the climax of their work was reached 
last night when the Supervisors passed 
a general ordinance forbidding the 
maintenance of turntables in crowded 
streets. The result was that the rail- 
read men organized a strong Repub- 
lican faction, put up a ticket, and com- 
pletely snowed under Crimmins and 
Kelly. From the present outlook they 
will have only a meager delegation at 
the conveation. 

Four Democratic tickets were in the 
field, Buckley and Rainey trying to 
confuse the voters by getting up tick- 
ets that resembled Phelan tickets, but 
were stuffed with their creatures. Phe- 
lan, however, gained an easy victory, 
and will control the coming conven- 
tion.

The regular ticket, named by a 
committee of 100 citizens, favorable 
to the continuance in office of Mayor 
Phelan, appears to have been suc- 
cessful in all parts of the city, the 
Buckley ticket having been defeated 
even in the district where the ex-boss 
was supposed to have retained some 
of his former influence. The Rainey 
men who were nomineated in some 
districts, avowing they would beat 
Buckley, do not appear to have shown 
much strength anywhere. 

The result of the election, as thus 
indicated, {s taken to mean the nom- 
ination of James D. Phelan to be the 
first Mayor under the city’s new char- 
ter, which largely increases the power 
of that official, also the naming by the 
Republican convention of some man 
not controlled by the bosses, who have 


heretofore been influential. in that 
party.

BE VIGOROUSLY PROSECUTED. 


Fifty Thousand Men Will Be Rendy 
for Active Service at the Close 
of the Rainy Senson and More 
Will Be Sent if it Seems Neces- 
sary. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGUT REPORT.} 

PLATTSBURG (N. Y.,) Aug. &— 
The war in the Philippines is to be 
prosecuted with a vigor that ought 
to result in speedy cessation of hos- 
tilities. A reporter of the Associated 
Press saw Secretary Root tonight in 
the office of the Hotel Champlain, just 
after he had said goodby to the Presi- 
dent and was passing to take the 7:45 
o’clock train for Washington. 

“Will the war in the Philippines be 
prosecuted vigorously from now on?” 
asked the reporter. 

“Secretary Root replied: “Yes, Sir; 
the war in the Philippines from now 
on, will be prosecuted with all pos- 
sible energy. The men, all the arms 
and all the supplies necessary to fight 
the rebels will be furnished at the 
earliest possible moment.” 

“Kiow large a force will be at the 
disposal of the commanding general 
there?’ was asked. 

“There witl be 50,000 men there ready 
for active service at the close of the 
rainy season, about the last of Oc- 
tober, and more will be sent if neces- 
sary.”’ 

As to the rumor published in some 
of the papers that President McKinley 
and he were not agreed upon the pol- 
icy to be. pursued in the Philippines, 
Secretary Root said: “Of course that 
is all nonsense.” 

When asked -whether Gen. Otis 
would be relieved of the command of 
the American forces in the Philippines, 
Secretary Root replied that he had 
nothing to say on that point.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE MAY FAVOR 
SUCH ACTION, 


Congress Expected to Concur—Mili- 
tary Rule in Cuba to Continue 
for the Present—Philippine Ques- 
tien to Be Decided Later. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The early annexation of 
Porto Rico will be recommended by the 
President in his annual message to 
Congress, also the immediate establish- 
ment of civil government. This prob- 
lem has been considered carefully by 
the administration and the decision has 
been reached that no reason exists for 
denying this people the privilege of 
governing themselves. This statement 
is official, coming as it does from a 
member of the President’s Cabinet. 

It is believed Congress will act imme- 
diately on the President’s recommenda- 
tion and that a Territorial form of gov- 
ernment will be in operation within a 
year similar to that of Oklahoma, New 
Mexico and Arizona. This will meet 
with the sanction of the most influ- 
ential and best-educated people of 
Porto Rico. When Porto Rican an- 
nexation is an accomplished fact, the 
President will appoint a civil Governor, 
and commercial relations such as now 
exist between the States and _ Terri- 
tories will be established, and -in all 
probability the immense crops of sugar, 
coffee, tobacco and fruits grown there 
will be admitted without discriminat- 
ing duty. 

As for Cuba, the President will ad- 
vise the continuation of military rule 
until the people are prepared for self- 
government. At present the Cubans 
are divided between .annexation and 
the establishment of an independent 
republic. The wisdom of permitting 
the administration to carry its plans 
to a successful and peaceful culmina- 
tion will be suggested to Congress 
when that body assembles in Decem- 
ber. 

As to the Philippines, coming events 
will have a powerful influence in deter- 
mining how the President will treat 
that absorbing topic in his message. |

PAST TRAIN'S WRECK 


SOUTH-ROUND LOS ANGELES EX- 
PRESS JUMPS TRACK. 


Engineer Ford and Fireman Woods 
Stick to the Engine and Receive 
Fatal Injuries—Trainmen and 
Some Passengers Injured, 


Mrs. Corn McCarty of Los Angeles 
Receives Slight Bruises—Cause of 
Derailment Unknown—Cars 
Badly Wrecked.

[AQSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LOY BANOS, sug. 8—The  south- 
bound Los Angeles express left the 
rails at 11:30 o’clock last night, ha‘f 
a mile south of Dos Palos. It ran on 
the ties about two hundred yards, nnd 
brought up-with the engine and tender 
and nine cars in the ditch. Engineer 
Con. Ford and Fireman Woods were 
horribly scalded by steam. 

Ford was taken from the cab and 
Jaid alongside the track awaiting the 
arrival of doctors, as he asked not 
to be taken inside. He was virtually 
cooked from head to foot, and died at 
about 2 o’clock, soon afier the doctors 
reached the wreck. Woods was found 
in the field, where he had run in his 
agony, and taken into a Pullman, 
where he battled for life until 6:30 
o’clock this morning. Both bodies 
were left at Dos Palos awaiting the 


arrival of the Coroner fro Fresno. 
All the passengers were bad shaken 
up, except one soldier, slept 


through it all, and was awakened only 
when-a special train arrived to take 
the passengers to Tracy. 

No explanation has been given for 
the train leaving the track. The train 
was slightly late, and was running to 
make up time. It is remarkable that 
no more lives were lost than those of 
the brave engineer and fireman, who 
staid at their post until the last and 
gave up their lives fearlessly.

Display Indecent Photographs 
of Disrobing Scenes, Dathing 
Nymphs and Vulgarities, 


A Remedy for the Evil Rendy for 
the Authorities -in the Poster 
Ordinance Adopted Three 
Yecers Ago. 


The city’s moral health demands the 
immediate cleansing of the festering 
plague spots known as “phonograph 
parlors.’ Vile pictures are on exhibi- 
tion there for whoever is tempted by 
artfully-worded signs to drop a nickel 
in the slot and pay for the indecent 
spectacle. Many of the habitues of the 
places are hardened rounders who 
chuckle and gloat over pictures whose 
ideas are no novelty to them, but 
much of the patronage is of school- 
boys who shame-facedly hurry away 
after inspecting the suggestive show, 
with imaginations inflamed and curi- 
osity aroused. The display of inde- 
cent pictures is an open violation of 
the law, but the defiance of legal au- 
thority and of morality has so far 
proceeded unchecked. 

This evil is of recent growth. A 
phonograph .parlcr has been conducted 
here for four years. During most of 
that time it has been a legitimate busi- 
ness, though occasionally its wares 
verged on indecency. The place con- 
tained’ a number of phonographs, kin- 
etoscopes, an X-ray apparatus and a 
projectoscope. The  kinetoscope und 
projectoscope pictures were frequently 
suggestive, but the scenes represented 
usually stopped at the crucial moment, 
leaving the sequel to the imagination, 
as, for instance, ‘‘The Lady’s Bath,” a 
series of moving pictures in which a 
Woman prepares to undress, begins the 
process, and suddenly relieves the ap- 
prehensions of the spectators by jump- 
ing into the bathtub with her clothes 
on. 

Decency has been abandoned only 
within the last six months or so. The 
original place is_ still far more 
respectable than the others, as 
it caters more than they to 
women and children and self- 
respecting people, but the same man 
who runs it has opened two other re- 
sorts, where he has gone just as far 
as he dared, and far beyond what de- 
ecency and law should allow. His 
brether, long connected with the origi- 
nal estabiishment, is now running a 
phonograph parlor cf his own, which is 
said by the pioneer in the business to 
have set the downward pace for the 
two other new resorts. 

It is the picture displays which out- 
rage morality. These are nickél-in-the 
slot machines, some of them called 
mutascopes, in which a suecession of 
views are presented to the eye, glow- 
ing with light» and magnified by the 
lenses of the instrument. The drop- 
ping of a nickel turns on an electric 


light and releases a catch so that the- 


spectator can turn a knob and move 
the pictures. In the mutascope the 
pictures revolve rapidly as the knob 
is turned, and give an appearance of 
life. Some of the machines move the 
pictures automatocally, being oper- 
ated by electricity. Other machines are 
simply stereoscopes. The spectator 
-can examine one picture as long as he 


likes and then turn the next into view 


until all have been seen and the light 
-goes out. 

Probably the lowest of the phono 
graph parlors is the one on a section 
of Main street which is continually 
crowded with Icafers. Few women 
venture into the place, but all day long 
there are men and boys there, and in 
the evening the recom is crowded. A 
nnonograph with a large trumpet ate 
tachment sings popular songs from 
morning till night to draw a crowd. 
Within the dingy room a row of pic- 
ture machines stand against the wall, 
always with men stooping over, grin- 
ning into the machines or boys stand- 
ing on tiptoe to bring their eyes on a 
level with the eye-piece. There are 
phonographs farther back in the room. 
The machines nearest the door are the 
most patronized, apparently, for it is 
these which hold out most lubricious 
promise. These machines are labeled 
with suggestive titles, follotved by par- 
enthetical advice such as “This is a 
hot one,” “For men only,” or “This 
is funny.” ‘The other machines have 
printed titles rather less striking, but 
reinforced by sample pictures of a 
vulgar kind. 


The display granted in return for a 


nickel by some of the machines is of a 
kind it would be impossible to de- 
scribe accurately in print without 
having the paper excluded from the 


mails. One common feature is sets of 
pictures representing’ the disrobing 
of a woman. There photo- 


graphs of men and women in all sorts 
ef attire and all sorts, of attitudes. 
There are series whose indecency lies 
less in what they show than in what 
they suggest. In many of the ma- 
chines are pictures of women wholly 
nude. These pictures are in a few 
instances simple reproductions of 
works of art, unobjectionable in them- 
selves, but most of them are actual 
photographs from life, without any- 
thing to recommend them to anybody 
except their vulgarily. Some of the 
pictures are of women of _ beauty, 
taken with much art and exquisitely 
colored, but the motive is none the 
less indecent. Some of the pictures 
are wholly unexceptiopable in charac- 
ter, but it is noticeable that the pat- 
rons of the phonograph parlors usually 
shun the machines on which such nic- 
tures are displayed, and turn them 
hurriedly past on the machines in 
which they occur among other more 
highly-seasoned fare. 

T. L. Tally, the proprietor of three 
of the phonograph parlors, manifests 
no shame over their character. 

“Te they try to close up my ma- 
chines,” said Tally, “I'll close up every 
studio and art gallery in Los Anzeles. 
In all the art storeS you can ree 


things just as funny as any of my. 


pictures, and right out on ihe (oun- 
ters, too. Some of the pictures tn my 
Main-street place may be a little bit 
loud, but nobody goes there exept 
men. 
they’re 12 or 15 years old. A _ police- 
man told me that he didn't see any 
harm in the pictures, but thot some- 
body might object, and s) to avoid nny 
trouble I’d better keep boys «ut. Not 
but that the pictures ore all right, 
though.

Tally lays the blame of the present 
state of affairs on Edward J. Tally, 
proprietor of the Edison FPhonograpa 
Parlors on First street. He ssys that 
the younger. Tally introduced the new 
style of pictures,” and that h» had to 
follow suit in self-defense. He con- 
tinued to run the Spring-street porlor 
much the same as before, reserving 
his ranker goods for the two new 
places opened on Main street and, on 
First.

It was found tat 
tha “State law un tha subject of inde- 
cencits.is very loosely drawn. It pro- 
vide. a penalty for the making of vile 
pictures. but it neglects to preh'bit 
their display. To meet tho difficultv © 
city ordinance was adopted, No. 3556 
(new scries,) whose first section pro- 
vides that it shall be a misd¢meanor 
punishable by a fine of not exceeding 
$200 or by imprisonment in the City 
Jail for not more than 100 days, or by, 
both, to “distribute, circulate, display 
or post any licentious, lewd, indecent, 
or obscene pictures, bills or posters 
within the limits of the city of Los 
Angeles.” This ordinance was adopted 
by the City Council January 27. 1896, 
and approved by Mayor Frank Rader 
three days later. It has never been re- 
pealed nor modified. 

The violation of this law by the “‘pho- 
nograph parlors” is open and notorious. 
All that is necessary to stamp out the 
evil is for the authorities of the city 
to enforces it. 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


Irrigation Policy Indorsed—Wel- 
come for Battery B. 

The regular meeting of the direc- 
tors of the Board of Trade was held 
yesterday afternoon, and two matters 
ef considerable interest, the subject 
of irrigation, and the welcoming home 
of Battery D, were considered. At the 
suggestion of Charles B. Boothe, yice- 
president for Colifornia cf the Na- 
tional Irrigation Association, a reso- 
lution was adopted, declaring it to be 
the belief of the. board to be for the 
best interests .of Los Angeles and of 
the whole of Southern California that 
the Board of Trade should actively 
and earnestly coéperate with ihe Na- 
tional Irrigation Congress to carry out 
its policy, and to extend the member- 
ship of the National Irrigation Asso- 
ciation, and to promote a large at- 
tendance of delegates to the coming 
eight annunl session of the National 
Irrigation Congress, to be held in Sep- 
tember of this year, at Missoula, Mont. 

A communication was received from

other organizations to San Francisco 
to welcome home the members of, Bat- 
tery D, Heavy Artillery, United States 
Volunteers. This matter received the 
approval of .the board, and was re- 
ferred to the president and secretary, 
with power to act, and delegates will 
be selected.

G.A.R. ENCAMPMENT RATE. 


Street Railway Improvements Reing 


Made—Holly wood Branch. 

The railroads have made a round-trip 
rate of $88.85 for the Grand Army of 
the Republic encampment in Philadel- 
phia, which opens September 4. The 
tickets will be on sale August 29 and 
30, and are good from all California 
common points.

POSSIBLE IDENTITY. 


THE SUICIDE BELIEVED TO BE 
AARON WOLFSOHN, 


8. A. D. Jones ricks Him Out as a 
Min to Whom He Issued an In- 
surance Policy for Ten Thousand 

Ollnra—Questions, 


The ident'ty of the mysterious suicide 
whose body has been reposing in C. D. 
Howry’s mcrgue for more than a week, has 
once more* been established. This time it 
is an enterprisng life insurance ogent, with 
an cye to the benefit to be derived from 
judicious advertising, who comes to the 
front and identifies the remains as those 
of a man for whom he wrote insurance not 
long ago. The policy calls for $10,000 in 
case of death, and it will be paid, cf 
course, in the event, of positive identitica- 
tion and the location of the man’s henea- 
ciarics, although the deceased never paid a 
dollar of cash premium. He gave his note 
for whwards of $290, however, to the afore- 
said enterprising agent who still holds _ it 
for collection. 

The insurance man who thinks he has re- 
vealed the identity of the suicide is S. A. 
D. Jones, director of the-local agency of 
the New York Life Insurance Company. 
Unless Mr. Jones is badly mistaken ine 
man who wrote an ode to Eternal Sleen, 
then turned on the gas and died, on the 
night of July 5°, was Aarcn Wolfsohn, for- 
merly employed as a traveling salesman by 
Huquerelle & RPechlar, neckwear manufac- 
turers of Philadelphia. 

According to Jones’s statement Wolfsohn 
was a guest at the Nadeau Hotel, this city, 
from March 15 to 20, inclveive, of this year. 
He at that time represented himself as a 
commercial traveler and Jones met end 
dined with him. Naturally the conversation 
drifted to life insurance and the drummer 
decided to take out a policy for $19,090 in 
the New York Life. He gave as his reason 
for taking out a policy the statement that 
he intended to get married in the near fu- 
ture. He stated in his application for a 
policy that he had living a father, mother, 
brother and three sisters, but: he refused to 
tell where they lived. The policy was 19 
be payable to his, estate. He gave Green's 
Hotel, corner Eighth and Chestnut streets, 
as his address when in Philadelphia, but 
told Jones that he intended to quit his Phil- 
adelphia employers and start in business 
on his own account in the West. He re- 
quested that his policy when written be 
sent to the Midland’ Hotel, Kansas City, 
Mo. 

In lieu of cash for his first payment on 
the policy, Wolfsohn gave Jones his note 
payable on demand for the amount of the 
premium. In return for the note the agent 
gave Wolfsohn oa certificate maknig his in- 
surance good from the date of the accept- 
ance of the application and taking the place 
of the regular policy until the latter 
should be delivered. The policy was issued 
long ago, but is still in Agent Jones's pos- 
session, as he has been unable to locate 
Wolfsohn. Letters sent to him at the Mid- 
land Hotel in Kansas City have been re- 
turned unopened; neither could any clew 
to his whereabouts be found in Philadelphia. 

From a printed description of the suicide 
Mr. Jones was yesterday led to believe 
that the dead man at the morgue might be 
his former patron. Imbued with this idea, 
he called at the office of the Chief of Po- 
lice yesterday morning to see the photo- 
graph of the suicide taken after death. As 
soon as he saw the picture he pronounced 
it a good likeness of Aaron 
After viewing the body at the morgue Jones 
was more than ever convinced that the man 
who killed Vimself after so carefully con- 
cealing his identity was the man who took 
out a policy for $10,099 in the New York 
Life last March. Jones's conviction was 
further confirmed later in the day by an ex- 
amination of the remains made by Dr. Carl 
Kurtz. Dr. Kurtz made a physical exami- 
nation of Wolfsohn prior to his acceptance 
as a subject for insurance. The measure- 
ments and description taken by Dr. Kurtz 
at the time correspond almost exactly by 
the description taken by Chief Glass’s sec- 
retary, Harry Johnson, of the body in the 
morgue. Dr. Kurtz, like Mr. Jones, is al- 
most positively convinced that the dead man 
fs the one for whom the insurance policy 
was written. 

The unpaid note in Agent Jones’s hands 
bears a double signature, that of Aaron 
Wolfsohn, which the writer gave as his 
real name, and Arthur Wolfson, which he 
said he had adopted as being more con- 
venient and not so suggestive of his 
Hebraic ancestry. The writing on the note 
resembles very emuch that of manuscript 
left by the suicide who was known at his 
lodging-house by the fictitious name of 
Reither. 

Several things, however, remain to be ex- 
plained in order to make the identity of the 
dead man with that of Aaron Wolfsohn 
seem complete. In the diary left bv the 
mysterious Reither, -he recorded his arriva! 
in California as of recent date. The diary 


also made it appear that this was the man’s | 
He detailed his movements | 
minutely and described the various places - 
the 


first visit here. 


visited, including Los Angeles, from 
standpoint of a tourist who was visiting 
scenes which were entirely new and novel 
to him. Had he been here last March 
would the diary represent his errival here 
in July as his first glimpse of Southern 
California? What would have heen his ob- 
ject in concealing his identity if he had an 
insurance policy for $10,009 in full sorce? 
These and other questions arise, ro that it 
is yet by no means certain that the :wystery 
has been solved. At any rate, should al- 
leged heirs of Aaren Wolfsohn hob up with 
a claim for that $10,090, the chances are 
that more positive proof of Wolfsohn’s 
death than has yet been furnished wil! be 
demanded hy the insurance companr. be- 
fore the policy is paid.

Patrolman J. C. Gorman was 4dis- 
missed from the police force yesterday 
by the Board of Police Conimissioners 
after an investigation or trial which 
took up most of the morning session 
and continued until late in the after- 
noon. The dismissal will take effect as 
s00n as the Chief is officially notified 
of the action of the board and can 
notify Gorman. At the next meeting 
of the board the vacancy will be filled 
and it is likely that Special Policeman 
Berg will be given a place on the reg- 
ular force, 

Gorman’s trouble dates back to the 


‘time when an effort was made by the 


Police Commission to impress upon 
the minds of the saloon men of the city 
their intention to enforce ‘the then 
new liquor-license ordinance. Gorman 
was one of the policemen who was 
sent out to ascertain how the law was 
being observed, and among the places 
where he was able to purchase liquor, 
or said he was, was the saloon of Dan 
Jerrue on Spring street, between Sec- 
ond and Third streets. He filed a tom- 
plaint against Jerrue and the latter 
was cited to appear before -the com- 
mission. There Gorman testified that 
he, with another man, had visited Jer- 
rue’s place on Sunday and had pur- 
chased a flask of whisky from a Chi- 
naman, Jerrue being absent, and had 
been let out of the place by the rear 
door. It so happened that his testi- 
mony was given at the morning ses- 
sion of the board and he gaid he had 
retained the identical flask, which he 
had bought. At the afternoon session 


Gorman was communicated with and 
asked to produce the flask. He 
appeared with a flask of whisky, 
the label the _ 0bottle being 
torn, and stated that that was the 
whisky he had bought at Jerrue’s 
place. 


The commission took Gorman’s word

for it and Jerrue was placed in the 
Same. class by the commission, with 
others who allowed or made it possible 
for sales of l.quor to be made at their 
places of business on Sunday. Jerrue 
was furious, and before the- comission 
threatened to get even with Gorman 
some day, called him a liar and pro- 
tested that no liquor had been gold 
from his piace On sunday. The saloon 
man evidently ha? not forgotten his 
threats, for at yesterday’s session he 
posed as prosecutor, cross-examined 
Witnesses, and, although he disclairhed 
any interest.in the result of the trial, 
his manner indicated that there was 
some feeling behind his actions. — 

, Weeks later, it appeared that Gor- 
man had played a sharp trick on the 
commission, The Maycr was informed 
that instead of producing the flask that 
he is supposed to have purchased at 
Jerrue’s places Gorman, on the day cf 
the first investigation, and between 
the morning and afternoon sessions, 
had. visited Peck’s liquor store on 
Broadway, between Fifth and Sixth 


streets, and had purchased there the 


whisky which the latter produced ba- 


fore the commission. Upon in- 
vestigation by the Mayor, a 
witness was found, who was 
willing. to swear to this, and then 
the commissién quiet! investigated 


the whole matter. Still later another 
case was reported against Gorman 
from another quarter, Commissioner 
Goss being informed in confidence that 
Gorman had been guilty of improper 
business dealings with a former em- 


ployer before he became a policeman;”“ 


that he had refused to turn over the 
b-oks which he had as collector for the 
East Side Bakery, ana that the propri- 


etor of the place could nct get a sete. 


tlement with him. Commissioner Goss 
kept his peace about this matter until 
yesterday, when it was made public 
by the appearance before the board of 
the owner of that bakery, who toeld 
the whole story. It was the combina- 
tion of ‘these cases which cest Gorman 
his job. He made a good defense and 
proved a good character, but the proof 
of the prosecution was sufficient to 
convince the commission. 

The case was taken up after the 
routine business of the board had been 
disposed of. The Mayor stated the 
nature of the charge against Gor- 
man, and Attorney Morrison was 
granted the right to defend him. Will 
Crawford was the first witness. He 
swore that on the day the Jerrue case 
was before the board, Gorman had 
come to Peck’s liquor store and asked 
to have a pint flask filled 
with whisky. Crawford waited on 
him and told him that the whisky was 
of such high proof that he would have 
to reduce it before drinking. Gor- 
man is said to have replied that he 
wanted just such whisky as was sold 
over the bar, and at his suggestion, the 
flask was filled to within an inch of 
the top. Some of the liquor was spilled 
on ‘the label, whereupon Gorman cau- 
tioned Crawford to be careful. Gorman, 
‘according to Crawford's. testimony. 
took the flask to the faucet and filled 
the remaining inch in it with waiter 
and then left. The next day Crawford 


-gaw by the papers that Gorman had 


produced a flask before the Pclice Com- 
mission, and had testified that he had 
secured it at Jerrue’s place. Crawford 
told several friends about it, 
and finally, when the Mayor 
heard of it; , the latter had 
sent for him: and to him Crawford 
told the same story. Witness was 
positive that German was at the Peck 


store at about 1 p.m. on the day in 


question. 

Dern Jerrue was then sworn, but he 
knew nothing of the case except as to 
what Gorman had testified to before 
the board when his case was under in- 
vestigation. There were no other wit- 
nesses then for the vrosecution. 

For Gorman, G. W. Graham was 
placed on the stand. He was with Gor- 
man on February 12, the day he is 
said to have secured the whisky at Jer- 
rue’s. He proceeded to tell about going 
from place to place with Gorman, when 
Jerrue broke in with an objection to 
the method of questioning him. Just 
why he objected no one knew, as the 
investigation was not of his making, 
and he had not been asked to prosecute 
the case. When he subsided, on being 


assured that the witness was not go- 


ing to be asked where Gorm1n pur- 
chased the bottle, Graham told of his 
having taken the bottle at Gorman’s 
request and later of his returning it to 
him. 

In his own behalf Gorman proved a 
good alibi, accounting for his move- 
ments on the day of the Jerrue inve:- 
timation. He had appeared before the 
commission in the morning and then 
returned to his beat. About 1 o’clock he 
was conversing with Patrolman Craig 
at Los Angeles and Marchegsault 
streets; shortly before 2 o’clock he 
meade an crrest and produced the po- 
lio? records to show that he had 
brought a prisoner to the Police Sta- 
tion at 2:10 o’clock. There he was in- 
formed that he was wanted before the 
Folice Commission, and that h? was to 
produce the flask which he had bought 
at Jerrue’s. He went down Hill street to 
Third, tco.a Traction car for his home 
at Twelfth and Georgia streets, and he- 


turned mt once to the City Hall with the | 


flask of whisky. He produced a state- 
ment from the Traction Company 
showing that his star, No. 106, had been 
honored for transportation at he hour 
he mentioned as having been on the 
car. He denied “positively that he hod 
purchased whisky on that day from any 
person, and said that Crawford was 
simply mistaken as to the day as he 
hed bought bottles of Hquer on other 
days. 

Patrolman Craig swore that at about 
1 o’clock on that day he was in con- 
versation with Gorman, as the latter 
had stotad. 


“How is it that you remember that. 


particular conversation on that partic- 
ular day? How can you remember such 
things now?” asked Jerrue. 

“Well,” replied Craig, “I remember 
that before the commission you called 
Gorman a liar and I was saying to him 
that it was a hard thing for a man to 
take from you.” 

Craviford, the first witness. wished to 
deny a statement made by Corman 
that he ha@ asked the »noliceman 
whether he was buying the whisky to 
drink on his beat. ‘‘That's a lle,” said 
Crawford. ‘I never made any such 
remark.’ It was explained that the 
remark might have been made by Peck, 
the owner of the store, and he was sent 
for to appear at the afternoon session. 

When the board met after the noon 
adjournment, FE. C. Peck was svorn. 
He testified that Gorman had once 
came to his place and asked for a 
drink and on being told that no drinks 
were sold there, he replied that he 
was an officer and displayed his star. 
He rot the drink and others. at other 
times. He said Gorman was not a reg- 
war ‘customer and that he did not 
know of his having made other pur- 
chases there. As to the purchase which 
he did take, Gorman had said he 
wanted the whisky for his own use at 
home. That ended the whisky case. 

Commissioner Goss then brought up 
the other matter against Gorman, hv 
producing a letter which had heen writ- 
ten to him in March by Joseph Walker, 
owrer of the Fast Side Bakery, for 
whom Gorman worked before he he- 
ame a policeman. Walker identified 
the letter and then proceeded to tell 
of Gorman’s dealings with him. Fris 
story was that Gorman drove one of 
his wagons, and in making his sales 
of bread, kept a book shewing the tIten- 
ized statements of what was due from 
various customers. After Gornfan had 
left his emrmiov, Walker said. he was 
unable to secure his book and. had not 
vet secured it. He demardodl a 
settlement from Gorman several times 
and all that Gorman Would 79 was 
tn secure ar “o. k” on a Number cf 
hits eutstandinge but he would not pro. 
fuce the book. Tt was not charged that 


Gorman owed Walker ayy monev or 
that he had anpronriated of his 
coltections to his cwn use. Ker had

lost money because -it was impossible 
for him to present certain bilis unttl 
too late to make collections. One bill 
in particular was mentioned. It 
amounted to, $50.25 and this Gorman 
had placed in the hands of a coctor 
for settlement. The’ collector charged 
350 for making the collection. The evi- 
dence showed that the business of the 
bakery was kept.in a.go-as-you-please 
style, no accounting being demanied uf 
any of the drivers, who were permitted. 
to take out all the bread they wanted, 
without any check being placed upcn 
their actions. Gorman denied iny [n- 
tention of wrongdoing, but he could 
give no explanation of why he Jid 
not return the book. During his «xam- 
ination Walker lost his temper, and 
called him a Har, at which Commis- 
sioner Scarborough asserted that he 
had heard enough of such pet names 
and demarded that witnésses curb 
their tempers. George Probert. J. H. 
Fiege, ex-Councilman F. M. Nickell, 
Chief Glass and Attorney Morrison tes- 
tified to Gorman’s character, all giving 
him a good reputation. 

The board then went into executive 
session to consider the cases. It took 
only n few minutes to decide what to 
do. A motion was made that Gorman 
bo dismissed and all cf the members 
supported the motion. Official notifica- 
tion of this action will be given Chief 
Glass today and he in turn will no- 
tify Gormon. 

LIQUOR MEN’S PLAINT. 

Early during the morning session of 
the board Rol King, as secretary of the 
Retail Liquor Dealers’ Association, 
submitted the following communica- 
tion, which is self-explanatory: 

“At the regular meeting of the Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association held Au- 
gust 4, it was decided to communicate 
with your commission at its next 
meeting for the purpose of calting your 
attention to the open violation of er- 
dinances passed by the City Council 
regulating the sale and display of li- 
quors by those not hav-ng licenses for 
the some. We have.been cognizant of 
the fact that the drug stores ond oth- 
ers are retoiling liquors in almost ony 
form, ond at any time possible, ihereby 
encroaching upon the business of our 
members, doing the business Wwhicn 
we pay for and are entitled to, dis- 
ploying whisky in their front windows 
with price tag atioched ond using the 
drug and other si3ns as mere blinds 
for their regular business. 

“For your benefit and, possibly, en- 
lightenment, we will cite one case, 
that of Wolf & Chilson, right here at 
the door of the Ctiy Hall, with 9 win- 
dow display next to a saloon selling 


and, os reported, without license there- 
for. Your laws as in force now are 
a deed letter, and we ns saloon-kecters 
are compelled to pay large revenues 
to the city and close up at certain 
times ond during certain days merely 
for the benefit of the same business 
under a different name. 

“Now gentlemen, we osk you to pro- 
tect our business by enforcing ‘he Jows. 
Never mind where it falls, whether it 
is our business or some other. We aro 
not Icoking for war with any one, hut 
we os an association are going i9 see 
that the business of our members is 
protected and know thet it is only 
necessary 10 call your sttention to the 
facts to secure that relief.” 

Meyor Eston at once stated that the 
drug firm mentioned had taken out a 
wholesale liquor dealers’ license, but in 
order to be sure Patrolman Fowler 
woes sent to oscertain what license the 
firm paid. He returned ond 
stated that the License Collector had 
informed him that the firm paid only 
$2 per month instead of $20. tere was 
a chance, the Commissioners thought, 
to maks an exemple of somcone, and 
on officer was sent at once to order 
some member of the firm of Wolf & 
Chilson to appear. Mr. Wolf returned 
with the cfficer, end simply stated that 
he carried a wholesale license ond poid 
for. it. An investigation was made, 
and it was found thai such a licens» is 
-held and paid fer by the firm, and that 
“therefore they hove a right to sell all 
the liquor they can, and to display it 
as they desire. 

This did not satisfy the saloon men. 
Mr. King informed the bonrd that 


was being scld by drug stores in a 
manner contrary to law. He cited ene 
instance where he had se®n beer sold 
to a boy in a drug store. The viola- 
tions, he said, were most frequent out- 
side the district in which the saloon 
business is confined. He demanded the 
protection of the Commission for the 
members of the asSociation,. and eaid 
that if the’ proper effort were made 
there would be no difficulty in securing 
convictions for violations of the law. 
Chief Glass remoerked that with the 
limited force at his command it was 
impossible to potrol the city in the 
monner that it should be potrolled, but 
if the members cf the sssoriation would 
give his officers the information they 
gay they possess he would see to it that 
complaints are issued and prosecutions

OIL INVESTMENTS. ~. 

THe TIMES has devoted considerable 
space of late to the oil industry of 
California, which promises to assume 
vast impo-tance in the future. 
The oil-yielding formations of Califor- 
mig offer an excellent field for legiti- 
mate speculation, but legitimate spec- 


ulation by no means includes concerns. 


which advertise to make the fortunes 
of investors in a day. Many such 
schemes have for their sole object the 
sale of land at fictitious value, end 
have nothing to do with legitimate 
mining enterprises. 


A copy has been received of a 
handsome pamphlet, with a_ black: 
cover on which is printed in gold 


California Oil 
Fields."" The pamphlet is issued by a 
company owning land in Fresno and 
Kings counties. The company claims 
to have a United Statés patent for five 
twenty-acre tracts of land. ‘situated 
within a half mile of an oil spring, 
where the oil bubbles up from the 
ground and can be dipped up with a 
can.” This may be a good indication 
of richness in the company’s prop- 
erty—and then, again, it may not. It 
all depends upon the direction in 
which the local oil stratum runs. As 
our Los Angeles oil men have learned 
from experience, a well may be an 
abundant producer on one side of the 
street, while on the other side there 
may be a dry hole. Hereabouts, the 
width of the oil belt averages f-om 
600 to 800 feet. There must, ap- 
parently, be quite a different condi- 
tion of affairs prevailing up in the 
San Joaquin Valley. as a map at the 
end of the pamphlet referred to seems 
to indicate an oil line fifty miles long 
and about ten miles wide! 

According to the pamphlet, there are 
wells in that section vielding 1000 bar- 
rels a day, but in its estimate of 
p-obable income the company is 
mode:t, and figures on each well giv- 


ing only from 200 to 700 barrels a 


day, at which rate the profits would 
range from $58,900 to $200,000 per well 
per annum. In regard to the cost of 
development, the company Says: 
“The cost of developing is compara- 
tively small, compared with mine de- 
veloping. The time is at hand when 
boring can be done by contract, thus 
saving the expenditure of large sums 
of money for machinery. When oil 
is struck, the contractor caps the 
well, and turns it over to the com- 
pany, putting an end to the expense, 
as the product flows and does 
have to be sought for. When 
good well is secured, others will te 
contracted fo-, being paid for from 
the profits, which will not alone pay 
for the work, but be sufficient for 
regular dividends.” 

This looks remarkably simple, and 
even tempting, on paper, but some of 
those who have invested money in 
boring for oil héreabouts could tell a 
different sto-y, of striking quicksand, 
or rocks, or water, or anything but 
oil, on many occasions. and of fre- 
quent vexatious delays, due to. the 
dropping of tools into the hole, with 
othe: mishaps. It is true that ‘when 
oil is struck the contractor caps the 
well and turns it over to the company, 
putting an end to the expense,” but 
before that happy. time arrives—if it 
does arrive—the expense is often con- 
siderably more than the investors 
calculated in the beginning. 

The Mining and Scientific Press of 
August 5 contains en advance sheet 
of. a_ bulletin on the oil-yielding 
fo-mations of California, which is now 
being prepared by W. L. Watts for 
the California State Mining Burean. 
Mr. Cooper, the State Mincralogist, 
has allowed the publication of this ad- 
vance sheet in order that the informa- 
tion resulting from Mr. Watts’s -e- 
searches may. be placed before 
public at the earliest possible moment. 
The publication of these 
notes is especially opportune, since

control the course of oil lines, that 
is, lines along which remunerative 
oil wells may be obtained. It also 
contains cther info*matica of value to 
oil men, especially some remarks on 
“the business risks of the oil pros- 
pector,” in which Mr. Watts divides 
oil-prospecting propositions into two 
classes, as follows: 

“First, the ‘erthodox’ proposition. 
In this case the prospectors have in 
view a definite oil-yielding st-atum 
which has proved remunerative in 
adjacent territory, and from which 
stratum they expect to obtain their 
oil. Moreover, they have sufficient 
geological evidence in sight to 
rant the assumption that the _ oil 
stratum they have in view iorms «en 
oil line through the territory they are 
about to prospect. ; 

“Second, the ‘wildcat’ proposition. In 
this instance the prospectors have no 
definite oil stratum in view which has 
proved remunecrative in adjacent ter- 
ritory, or they have not eufficient geo- 
logical evidence in sight to warrant. 
the assumption that an oil-yielding 
stratum, which is known to be pro- 
ductive in adjacent territory, forms 
an oil line through the land they ace 
about to prospect.” 

With the rapid development of the 
oil industry in California, and the 
great success that has attended some 
recent operations, we may expect to 


See a large number of oil companies 


floated on the market. Some of these 
will be legitimate, and others mere 
gambles. It is timely to utter a wo-d 
of warning to the iavesting public, so 
that they may discriminat? between 
propositions of the kind which possess 
real merit and those which are merely 
traps to catch suckers. There will 
also be enterprises which, while per- 
haps possessing some. subst-atum of 
merit, and the possibility of profit, 
mislead the investor by presenting 
caly the bright side of the picture. 
The oil industry holds out great 
possibilities for the profitable invest- 
ment of money, but in this, as in other 
lines cf industrial activity, it is nec- 
essary to be assured that those in 
charge of the business possess integ- 
rity, experience and good judgment. 


CONVICT LABOR. 

The problem of employing convict 
labor in such manner as least to com- 
pete with free labor is a question of 
pe*ennial interest and importance. In 
most of the States of the Union this 
question has been discussed trom time 
to time with more or less earnestness, 
and varicus plans have been adopted 
which seemed, at the time, to furnish 
a practicable soluticn of the problem. 
But the question is still a debatable 
one, notwithstanding the various ex- 
periments that have been made. 

The necessity for kesping the pris- 
oners in our penal institutions em- 
ployed is unive-sally conceded. ‘An 
idle brain is the devil’s workshop” {s 
an old but true saying. The history 
of all penal institutions proves that 
when the inmates are not employed 
they degenerate, mentally, morally 
and physically. Employment for 
them is therefore a necessity; and, in 
the nature of things, such employment 
must to some extent compcte with 
and injure free labo>. As the pris- 
oners must be employed at some kind 
of labor, the question at once resolves 
itself into this: What form of em- 


ployment will least interfere with free 


labor to its injury? : 
This question is under discussion at 
prescnt in the State of New Ycrk,- and 
the discussion is proceeding with 
more than ordinary earnestness. The 
Mail and Express, of New York City, 
referring to the subject, says: 
“During the last. quarter of a cen- 
tury New York has tried all sorts of 
experiments with the hope of hitting 
upcn an ‘ideal’ system of prison man- 
agement, one which would give gen- 
A few. years -ago, 
with that object in view, the Consti- 
tution of the State was amended. 
the Superintend- 
ent cf State Prisons is confronted, as 
his predecessors often were, with the 
desperate task of finding.wo:k for the 
prisoners without transgressing: the 
looking 
to the solution of the problem im ques- 
tion the supply of goods made by the 
convicts is greater than the demand, 
and hence unless the plan can be 
supplemented by another which will 
afford ,phe ecavicts work in new oc- 
cupations the State may be compelled 
to maintain them in idleness in all the 
cerious injury to them which idleness 
implies. The Mail and Exp-ess has 
heretofore urged that it would be wé@tl 
to set the prison’ population to work 
at road building and road repairing. 
Much can be urged in favor of the sug- 
gestion. Such improvements’ are 
needed on nearly all the highways in 
the vicinity of ‘ou: penal istitutions, 
could be employed to 
make them without doing free labor 
any appreciable injustice. On the

gaze, as they would be exposed when 
laboring on the highways.. This view 
commends itself to sentimentality 
rather than to sense, and we suspect 
if not held by any considerable num- 
ber of the people of our tate out- 
side or even inside: of prison walls. 
It is clear that something has got to 
be done, and dcne without loss of 
time, if the prisons are to be spared 
the curse ‘of idleness. Put the pricon- 
ers at work on the highways. If any- 
body has a better proposition to ad- 
vance to meet the emergency, what 
is. itt" 

The vlan of employing ccmvicts in 
road-construction ce‘tainly has many 
considerations in its favor. One of 
the most pressing needs of.the coun- 
try is for better roads. Good roads 
could be ccnstructed throughout the 
country by convict labor at a mini- 
mum of cost to the State o> to the 
public, if: a systematic, well-consid- 
ered plan having that end in view 
were generally adopted by the several 
States. And any State which will go 
about the matter in a rational, prac- 
tical way, can have constructed w.thin 
its borders, in the course of a few 
years, as fine a system of public high- 
Ways as it is possible to build, at com- 
paratively small cost, by utilizing the 
hund-eds of convicts in. the State 
prisons for the purpose. : 

The argumcat that such a use of 
convict labor would te ‘‘degrading” 
for the prisoners is realiy too trivial 
for consideration. It is not a correct 
ncr a wholesome theory of punish- 
ment that nvrison life should be made 
as attractive as possible for the pris- 
oners: There would be no. great 
hardship in the work that wou!d be 
-equired. 
the most part, in the open air, and 
would therefore be more healthful 
than the work performed within 
prison walls. The hours of labor need 
not be lang, and of course those who 
might he found physically unequal to 
the kind of work -:equired in road- 
building could be employed in other 
ways. There would be some diffi- 
culties in the way of guarding the 


men, and in guarding them properly 


at points remote from the central 
prison; but thee difficulties would by 
no means be insuperable, and would 
be of little importance in compa-ison 
to the many advantages which would 
accrue from the general utilization of 
convict labor in road construction. 


Some of the Republican papers are 
urging the President to call Congress 
together in extra session to déal with 
the Philippine question. The neces- 
sity for such a session {is not ap- 
parent. The only phase of the Phil- 
ippine problem that is really pressing, 
at present, is the question of putting 
down the Tagal rebellion. Congréss 
has given the President full powe: in 


this direction, and the President is 


exercising that power in a wise and 
practicable manner, strengthening our 
effective military force in the islands 
as rapidly as possible, and otherwise 
p-eparing for an aggressive campaign 
so scon as:the weather will permit. 
If Congress were summecmed in extra 


session it could do little or nothing to 


forward the Luzon campaign, and 
that is almost the sole issue at pres- 
ent. When the rebellion has been ef- 
fectively suppressed, there will be 
work, and plenty of it, fo> Congress 
to do. 


E. Aguinaldo Atkinson's declaration 
that he will never give up his con- 
victions on imperialism is pathetically 
reminiscent of the oft-repeated and 
vehement asseveration of Mrs. Micaw- 


ber, to the effect that she would 
“neve: desert Mr. Micawber—ano, 
never!” Nobody cared whether Mrs. 


Micawber deserted Mr. Micawber or 
cleaved to him. Same way with Ed. 
Atkinaldo and his alleged convictions. 


There were only two, deaths from 
yellow fever ai Havana during the 
month of July, 1899, as against 300 
deaths there from the disease in 
July, 1898. These figures tell the 


story of the sanitary benefits which. 


have resulted from American rule in 
Cuba. If conditions keep on improv- 
ing, Havana will yet be the greatest 
health reso-t in the Western Hemi- 
sphere.

‘According to.a dispatch from Pre- 
toria, the South African war-cloud has 
passed away, and Oom Pauli is now 
willing to accept “friendly advice,” in 
unlimited quantities, from Great 
Britain. Discretion on the part of 
Kruger, in this case, is certainly the 
Ketter part’ of valor.

Laden With relics of the vonished 
race of the. Cliff Dwellers, Rev. Dr. 
George L. Cole has returned from a 
journey to the ruined cities of South- 
eastern Colorado and New. Mexico. 
Valuable results were secured by ex- | 
cavations in an ancient communal | 
dwelling, as yet unnamed, which stonds | 
on the cliffs of the Santa Fé River, 
fourteen miles from Espanola, N. M. 
This is the largest pueblo yet discov- 
ered in the United States. and Dr. Cole 
wos. practically the first to visit it with 
Scientific objects in view. He found 
stone implements and pottery of ex- 
treme rarity, and the bones of a race 
all of whose teeth were molars or 
grinders. Among the bones excavated 
from a burial mound on the mesa were 
a women’s femurs measuring nineteen 
inches, a length which indicates that 
this “boriginal giantess must have 
been at Icast seven and a half feet tall. 

During the journey just completed, 
Which is the fifth Dr. Cole has made 
to study the former hobitations of the 
Cliff Dwellers, he and his son, Fay C. 
Cole, visited the Mancos, the Chaco, 
and other cliff dwellings, but they 


.found the less: visited ruins more inter- 


esting than any others. 

The cliff on which the unexplored 
ruins stand rises a thousand feet above 
the surrounding country. On one side 
of the isolated rocky mass is the val- 
ley of the Santa Fé River, on the other 
of the Senta Clara. Up to 600 feat is 
a shelf which furnishes a nesting place 
for the Cliff Dwellers of nobody knows 
how many centuries ago. In the soft 
pumice stone they burrowed dens for 
their families. Eventually the original 
shelters in the cliffs grew to be a great 
warren. Room after room was hewn 
out until the rows were four or five 
deep. Under the shelter of the over- 
hanging cliff walls were built. extend- 
ing the rows of rooms. The Cliff Dwell- 
ers were sheltered from rain or storm 
ond their homes were inaccessible for 
their enemies. 

Not satisfied with their rock cav- 
erns, the Cliff Dwellers climbed up- 
ward, and on the mesa, 400 feet 
above the shelf on which the caves 
opened, built-.a communal’ dwelling. 

This mesa is about. three-quarters 
of a mile wide and a mile and a haf 
long, with cliffs all about and the 
best of opportunities for defense. On 
its edge was reared a watch tower cf 
granite, whose height Dr. Cole he- 
lieves to have been not less than sixty 
feet.” The blocks were painfully car- 
ried up the 1000-foot cliff, for the 
nearest granite deposits are at a con- 
siderable distance. For greater se- 
curity a wall was built across the 
middle of the mesa. 


. On this rock platform, 1000 feet up 


in the air, there stand today the ruins 
of two communal dwellings, one evi- 
dently much older than the other. 
The older dwelling is as yet un- 


touched, and what little exploration of 


the more modern one Dr. Cole kad 
time for amounts to a mere scratch 
on the surface. 

There were not less than sixteen 
hundred rooms in the larger building 


-im its prime, says Dr. Cole, and prob- 


ably two thousand. The building 
measured 240x300 feet. It was of 
blocks of stone measuring six by six 
by fifteen inches, quarried from the 
cliffs below, and carried up by the 
workmen. The rooms were roofed with 
timber, and the walls then carried 
higher. In the center was a »;rreat 
court, a common kitehen for all, from 
Which radiated immense numbers’ of 
rooms. The building spread with the 
growth of the community until it was 
three stories high and the rooms 
Stretched away twelve deep from 
the central court, with smaller courts 
here and there. Dr..Cole estimates 
that the population averaged about 
three to a room, which would make 
between 4800 and 6000 people dwelling 
in the immense pueblo, besides those 
who lived in the cliff caves. 

The rooms at the sides of the com- 
munal dwelling averaged about four- 
teen feet,in size. On the upper stories 
they were mostly smaller, some he- 
ing only seven by fourteen, others 
seven by twenty-one. Some rooms 
were found as large as fourteen by 
twenty-one feet. 

Today the ancient pueblo is a mass 
of ruins. The walls have been shaken 
down by storms or earthquakes and 
the rooms are filled with débris. ‘The 
Indian tribes that dwell in the vicinity 
have forgotten the history of the cliff 
dwellings, if, indeed, their fathers 
knew, and the Cliff Dwellers -are a 
forgotten people. 

With the trophies of his summer’s 
explorations spreaa out about him, Dr. 
Cole has turned his parlor into an 
anthropclogical mtseum. One tabite 
is covered with wafer jugs and incense 
pipes, the sofa hidden under stone 
oxes, mortars, pestles, weaving shu!- 
tles and pottery; another table is 
decked with a row of «grinning skulls 
and huge crossbones; beneath it com- 
fortably repose all the parts of a 
skeleton, from the toe bones to the 
shoulder blades, waiting to be wired 
together, and strewn about are bows 
end arrows, baskets, jugs of twisted 
twigs made water-tight by pitch; mod- 
ern Indian pottery, photographs by the 
score, and a hundred-pound stump of 
petrified wood.

TALLULAH LYNCHING. 


ITALY REGARDS IT AS AN UN- 
USUAL ATROCITY. 


Report Meade by Marquis Romano 
Puts the Affair in Serious Light. 
Three Men Hanged Who Were 
Entirely Guiltless. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The Siate 
Department has received from the Ital- 
ian authorities a copy of the comptete 
report mede by the Marquis Romano, 
secretary of the Italian Embassy here, 
on his personal investigation of the 
recent lynching of five Italians at Tal- 
lulah, La. 

The reports presents the affair in a 
serious light. As a whole, the Italian 
authorities view the matter of lynch- 
ing as one of unusual atrocity and 
without the mitigating circumstances 
which had been urged in previous af- 
fairs of this kind. 

In describing the first affray which 
led up to the lynching, Marquis 1to- 
mano’s report states that Dr. Hodges 
Was the first to draw h's weapon, ond 
that not until he had fired one shot 
and was about to fire the second one 
at Charles di Fatta, who was at that 
time prostrate on the ground, did the 
brother, Joe di Fatta, fire his shotgun 
from the store near by. This lxst shot, 
it is pointed out, was in defense of the 
fallen brother and was not a wanton 
attack upon Dr. Hodges. 

The circumstances leading up to the 
affray are described in detail. Ac- 
cording to this account, Charles di 
Fatta was alone when Dr. Hodges 
passed. There is no effort made in ihe 
report to obscure the fact that Charles 
di Fatta made the first offensive over- 
ture. But it is contended that this 
was not accompanied by the use of 
firearms, or even a movement to draw 
them. It is said, however, that Charlies 
di Fatta upbraided Dr. Hodges ir an 
offensive way for having killed an ani- 
mal, and accompanied this by 2 biow 
of the fist. Then, it is stated, Dr. 
Hodges shot at Di Fatta. Whether 
or not the shot took effect it Was 
not possible for the Italian authorities 
to learn, as the bodies of the men, 
after being lynched were disfigured 
and disposed of. But at all events, it 
is stated that Charles di Fatta was on 
the ground following the shot from 
Dr. Hodges’s weapon. 

At this point Joe di Fatta made his 
appearance, and seeing his’ brother 
down and a second shot to be fired, he 
shot at Dr. Hodges. Then followed 
the lynching of these two Italians, 
Joe di Fatta and Charles di Fatta. 
The mob took them before they had 
been arresteéd. 

Up to this point, according to the 


Italian report, only these Italians had. 


figured in the affair. ‘The report goes 
on to state that throughout the ov.-cur- 
rence, the three other Italians, Frank 
di-Fatta, Joseph Fudicio and John 
Cerami, were in another sts and 
did not know what was occurring. 

It is stated that they did not take 
part in the attagk on Dr. Hodges, and 
that they did not even know of it un- 
til some time after when the local oifi- 
cers came to arrest them. This arrest 
was accomplished, and the three Ital- 
ians were actually placed in jail. The 
report then brings out the alleved 
fact that the mob, having already 
lynched Charles and Joe di Fatta, 
turned their attention to the three 
Italians under arrest. Two of these 
men, Josenvh Fudicio and Fran" di 
Fatta, were first taken from the offi- 
cers and lynched. Subsequently, and 
some little time afterward, the mob 
returned and took John Cerami and 
lynched him. In ‘this circumstantial 
way the report brings out that the mob 
made three distinct movements against 
the Italians, and that there was suffi- 
cient time for the blood to cool and for 
theanger. of the lynchers to abate after 
they had disposed of the first two men. 

Particular importance !s laid upon 
this feaiture, for while it is said there 
may have been some extenuating cir- 
cumstaices in visiting such summary 
punishment upon those immediately

NEW MEXICO NEWS. 


FORT STANTON HOSPITAL NEARLY 
* READY FOR PATIENTS, 


Mining Efforts Stimulated by the In- 
vcrensed Copper Price—Rebulild- 
ing of the Capitol—Taxes not 
Paid—An Irrigation Decision. 


ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Aug. 6.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] The estab- 


‘lishment of a United States Marine 
Hospital at Fort Stanton, an old mili- 


tary post, will be of great benefit in 
many ways. Not only will the hospital 
prove an excellent retreat for those 
afflicted with pulmonary troubles, but 
it will be a source of much revenue 
to the adjacent country, and tend to 
encourage the settlement of nearby 
places. The place is about one hun- 
dred and fifty miles northeast of El 
Paso, in Lincoln county, and about 
ten miles from Lincoln. The location 
is an admirable one, being at an alti- 
tude of about five thousand feet, in the 
midst of great mountains, and the 
Rio Benito flowing near by. The place 
is dry, though some rain falls in sum- 
mer, and snow in the winted. The eli- 
mate is very equable and invigorating. 
The buildings, mostly of the adobe 
type, are being arranged about a fine 
parade ground, with pleasing effect. 
They will be arrangea with special 
refernce to the needs of invalids. It 
is expected that some twenty patients 
will soon be received. Accammodations 
will be provided for several hundred. 
The hospital will be tor sailors only, 
though it is expected that a similar 
hospital will be erected for the army 
at Bayard, N. A special and 


approved mode of treatment will be 
given at the hospital. 
D. M. White, a civil engineer, em- 


ployed as a locating agent by the 
United States Land Commission, has 
gone to Las Cruces to locate 10,000 
acres unappropriated government lands 
for the New Mexico College of Agri- 
culture and Mechanical Arts. 

It is understood that several young 
men from Los Angeles, Sherfey, Hop- 
kins and others, owners of the San 
Andreas mine, contemplate extensive 
improvements in connection with their 
property. They expect to put ina 
concentrator, build a road to Grama 
Station, erect a store, schoolhouse, 
and other structures, and emptoy about 
one hundred men.

Large and destructive grey wolves, 
supposed from their non-appearance 
for several years, to be.extinct in New 
Mexico, have appeared in large num- 
bers in Guadalupe county, whence they 
came from Texas, and are killing many 
sheep and cattle. 

For some reason, there are an unac- 
countably large number of delinquent 
taxpayers reported from most of the 
counties of the Territory. In San Mi- 
guel county a recent investigation dis- 
closed the fact that there were $200,- 
000 uncollected taxes. It is believed 
that the unpaid taxes will amount to 
even more in Albuquerque county. The 
tax collections for the last quarter, 
however, were the largest in the history 
of the Territory. Under the Duncan 
revenue act, it is. thought that in-

be met.

PUBLIC SCHOOL FUNDS. 


ANNEXATION RAISES A QUESTION 
AS TO THEIR DISPOSITION, 


Board of Education Deliberate Over 
the Situation at Highland Park. 
City Attorney Gives His Opinion 
Regarding Legal Status. 


The Board of Education met last evening 
in speci»! session, at the rooms in the Laugh- 
lin buildirg. Six of ‘the nine ‘members were 
present. The meeting was intended for the 
consideration of the introduction of cooking 
and sewing clasres in the public schools. 
This topic has been engrossing the attention 
of the board for some timie, and !t was ex- 
pected that it would be finally settled at the 
session last night, but no 
was arrived at, and the subject occupied a 
minor part of the deliberations. 

The most important: point considered was 
the attitude taken by the trustees of the 
H'ghland Park school dietrict with regard to 
the disposition of the personal property and 
revenues of that district, a part of which was 
annexed to the city on June 12. No action 
has hitherto been taken in the matter by the 
board, as it was expected that the small por- 
tion of the district remaining would petition 
to be joined to the city for school peg gos 
This right is given by the law to the’ people 
of the unannexed portion, if they so elect. 
The distriet decided, however, not to take 
such action. 

The bone of contention between’ the trus- 
tees of the Highland Park district and the 
City Board of Education is in the allotment 
of funds and revenue. Tie trustees wish, not 
only all the moneys now in the district treas- 
ury and the personal proverty, such as fur- 
niture and books, but they also desire that 
the school funds for the coming year, allotted 
upon a basis of the number of school census 
children in the schools during the month of 
April and the average daily attendance dur- 
ing the year, be given entire to the outside 

ortion of the district. This works a double 

ardship. The people in the annexed tefri- 
tory have paid their taxes for school facill- 
ties, and it does not seem as though this 
money should go exclusively to those who 
were left out. On the other hand, the resi- 
denis of the city do not wish to be ob'iged 
to cut down expenses and shorten the school 
year in order to carry the dead weight of the 
new territory. 

In the Highland Park district there were 
about two hundred children last year and 
of this number, approximately one hundred 
and seventy are now included within the city 
limits. For every seventy children $500 is 
allotted for a teacher, hence if the trustees 
win their point the thirty children remaining 
would draw moncy for three teachers. The 
Roeard of Education does not think this right 
and are seeking an adjustment on .a pro-rata 
bas's. This they have not been able to secure. 

The board has called for legal advice, and 
the opinions of Dist.-Atty. James C. Rives 
and City Attorney Walter F. Haas were pre- 
sented last evening. The opinions are almost 
identical, but cover mainly the point with 
reference to the personal property, Both cite 
cases and conclude that the personal prop- 
erty belongs to the district. The City At- 
torney’s opinions is in part as follows: 

“The integrity of the old school district, as 
such, remains the same after a portion has 
been annexed to the city. For that reason 
it is held that the personal property of the 
district, such as movable furniture, books, 
etc., belongs to and remains the property of 
the old school district. Also, a'l moneys be- 
lorgjng to such district. The personal prop- 
erty may be removed to the unannexed por- 
tion of the district. The real estate, as a 
part of the territory of the city, becomes the 
property of the Los Angeles school district, 
and as.such is under the supervision and 
control of the Board of Education.’ The 
question regarding real property was pretty 
settled by a dec'sion handed down 
by Judge Waldo M. York of the Superior 
Court on June 28, 1897, in the case of the 
trustees of Vernon, who sued the city, under 
similar circumstances, to get possession of 
the entire school property. 

The whole question was referred by the 
board to the Finance Committee, with in-

Eggs are decidedly steady, the general de- 
mand being 18% cents for local and 17 for 
eastern. Fresh ranch come in slowly. 

Butter is unchanged in all respects. 

All pure lard is up to 8 cents. 

New dried apples are in the market, being 
the early apple cured by evaporation. These 
have been costing $ cents lay-down cost here, 
but are 1 cent cheaper now. They are job- 
bing at 9% to 10 cents. There are no ¢sun- 
dried apples on the market. The jobbing de- 
mand for dried fruit is only moderate, being 
for the mining regions mostly, although the 
high cost of fresh fruit creates more or less 
for cured.. The demand for dried apricots in 
carload lots is still active at 10 cents, many 
holders asking up to 12% cents. Perhaps as 
Many as six cars a day are going East, and 
in all nearly one hundred cars are gone. 

There are very few walnuts in the market, 
and these are mostly in the hands of a few. 
There is a disposition to let them all go be- 


_ fore new crop comes in, and the demand is 


slow at this season. The jobbing prices 
range at 12 to 14 cents. Peanuts ore very 
firm. It costs about 7 cents to lay down good 
Virginia nuts. 

Beans are very firm. Pinks cost close to 
$2.60 to lay down. Some bought at lower 
rates are still jobbed here below the present 
lay-down cost. Few ask more than $2.60 to 
$2.65, but the goods of reclcaned and other- 
wise perfect ought to bring $2.75. 

Hay is very firm at close to $11 lay-down 
cost for fancy barley, which jabs at $12. Ai- 
falfa is firmly held at close to $9 by y.v- 
ducers, and jobs at $10. Fancy tame ont 
costs $12 to lay down. There is very little 
trade in this kind. The scarcity of water in 
many places is causing a gartial failure of 
the late cuttings of alfalfa.
